The thirteentli edition of the General Railway Acts 
was published in 1874, and contained all the general 
Statutes for the Eegulation of Eailways in England and 
Ireland in force at the close of 37 & 38 Vict, Session 
1874, and included the Companies, Lands, and Eailways 
Clauses Consolidation Acts, with all the amending 
enactments complete. 

In Sessions 1875 to 1883 thirty Statutes were passed, 
in whole or in part affecting railways in England and 
Ireland. If these Statutes had been annually incorpo- 
rated in the volume published in 1874 it would have 
necessitated the publication of new editions which 
would have superseded the thirteenth edition, so that 
aU the volumes since purchased would have been im- 
perfect and the purchase' of a copy of the new edition 
would have in most cases been necessary. 

To avoid the necessity of the too frequent publication 

of new editions, it has been decided, in cases similar 

to the present, to issue a supplement to the previous 

edition, containing the new enactments, the purchase of 

which will on the present occasion complete the Statutes 

affecting railways in England and Ireland to the close of 

Session 1883.

Conveyance of Gunpowder, 

33. The following general rules shall be observed General 
with respect to the packing of gunpowder for con- "^^^A*" *^

1. The gunpowder, if not exceeding five pounds in for co». 

amount, shall be contained in a substantial ^^y*'^®®' 
case, bag, canister, or other receptacle, made 
and closed so as to prevent the gunpowder 
firom escaping ; and 

2. The gunpowder, if exceeding five pounds in 

amount, shall be contained either in a single 
package or a dauble package. A single 
package shall be a box, barrel, or case of such 
strength, construction, and character as may 
be for the time being approved by the Govern- 
ment inspector as being of such strength, 
construction, and character that it will not be 
broken or accidentally opened, or become 
defective or insecure whilst being conveyed, 
and will not allow the gunpowder to escape. 
If the gunpowder is packed in a double package 
the inner package shall be a substantial case, 
bag, canister, or other receptacle made and 
closed so as to prevent the gunpowder from 
escaping, and the outer package shall be a box, 
barrel, or case of wood or metal or other solid 
material, and shall be of such strength, con- 
struction, and character that it will not be 
broken or accidentally opened, or become 
defective or insecure whilst being conveyed, 
and will not allow the gunpowder to escape ;

3. The interior of every package, whether single or 

double, shall be kept €ree from grit and other-

Be it enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows :

Office Acts with respect to the Conveyance of 
Parcels. 

[18th August, 1882.] 

Whereas the Postmaster General, with the consent 
of the Treasury, has made an arrangement with the 
railway companies named in the first schedule to this 
Act whereby the Postmaster-General will pay to the 
said railway companies and such other railway com- 
panies as become parties to the arrangement under this 
Act the remuneration to railway companies for services 
rendered by them in relation to the conveyance of 
parcels, and the said railway companies, through the 
medium of the London Railway Clearing Committee, 
will apportion such remuneration among the different 
railway companies, and such remuneration will consist 
of the sums hereinafter mentioned : 

And whereas the Treasury propose, on the representa- 
tion of the Postmaster General, to make regulations 
in pursuance of the Acts relating to the Post Office with 
respect to the posting, forwarding, conveyance, and 
delivery of parcels, and to provide that parcels of the 
weights mentioned in the second schedule to this Act 
shall be carried at the rates in that schedule mentioned, 
and on different conditions from ordinary postal packets : 

And whereas it is expedient to make the provisions 
hereinafter appearing respecting such parcels and for 
carrying into effect the said arrangement : 

And whereas the Bill for this Act has, so far as the 
same affects the railway companies named in the first 
schedule to this Act, been assented to by them : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's most Excellent

Apportionment among the Railway Companies. 

1. All sums paid by the Postmaster-QenenU under this 
Act to the railway companies parties to the arrangements 
imder this Act shall be apportioned amongst the railway 
companies entitled to share therein by the Ijondon Railway 
Clearing Committee half-yearly up to the thirtieth day of 
June and the thirty-first clay of December in each year, or 
to such other half-yearly days as the parcels accounts 
between the companies may for the time being be made up 
by the London Railway Clearing Committee. 

2. The share of each railway company shall bear the 
same ratio to the whole sum divisible as that company's 
gross receipts from local and through parcels traffic for 
each half-yearly period bear to the gross receipts from local 
and through parcels traffic of all the companies for the same 
period ': Frovided that where upon an arbitration with any 
company not a party to the arrangement under this Act 
any sum is awarded to be paid to such company, such sum 
shall be so paid in Heu of ^e share ascertained as aforesaid. 

Each company shall render to the London Railway Clear- 
ing Committee the necessary returns of their parcels traffic 
certified by their accountant, such returns to be subject to 
audit and inspection of books by the London Railway 
dealing Committee. 

3. If at any time after the expiration of three years from 
the passing of this Act, or if at any time in pursuance of 
regulations of the Treasury the weights or rates of postage 
for parcels differ from those mentioned in the Second 
Schedule to this Act, any one or more of the companies 
consider that the apportionment of the receipts from parcels 
traffic above provid^ by this Act (hereinafter called ** the 
prescribed apportionment **) is inequitable, such company or 
companies (without prejudice to any right conferred by this 
Act on a company not represented by &e committee) may 
forward to the London Railway Clearing Committee a 
statement in writing of the grounds of objection to the 
prescribed apportionment, and thereupon the following pro- 
visions shall have effect :
